tive for the shooting. 

Hains and Annis Took Auto Trip. 

lt was established that Captain Hains 
and Mr. Annis were on such friendly 
terms that they went automob!ling to- 
gether as recently as May 29, last. It 
was aiso disclosed that there were two! 
women in the party and the police be- 
lieve the women were Mrs, Hains and | 
Mrs. Annis. The police records prove | 
that\the men were motoring together. | 
for a motor cycle policeman arrested the 
party for speeding on Ocean parkway. 

The case wds postponed in court sev- 
eral times and is still on the calendar. 
The party was in Mr. Annis’ automobile 
and the police held him in $!v0 bail. 
Annis only had $20, so the police were 
ebout to lock him wun when Captain 
Hains stepped forward and handed the 
prisoner four $20 gold pieces, thus ob 
taining his release. 

The names of the two women were 
not given by the police, but from the, 
conversation that took place in the ata- 
tion, it was generaily supposed they 
were the wives of the two men. 

T. Jenkins Hains Accused. 

“T have also been told by friends of 
both Captain ..ains and Mr. Annis that 
this friendship ceased after a talk 
Captain Hains had with his brother, 
T. Jenkins Hains,” said the dtatrict 
attorney. 

‘T intend to have T. 
tried as accessory before and during 
the fact, as I believe he is as guilty 
as his brother. It was his letter. to 
Captain Hains that made the latter 
hurry home from the Philippines em 
question his wife regarding her ai- 
leged conduct with Mr. Annis, and it 
was T. Jenkins Hains who prevented 
any one from preventing Captain Hains 
from shooting Mr. Annis.’’ 

Another remarkable feature of the | 
case is the friendship which exists be- | 
tween Mrs. Annis and Mrs. Claudia 
Hains, Captain Hains’ wife. Mrs. Hains 
called upon Mrs. Annis yesterday aft-! 
ermoon, it was learned today, and re- |} 
mained with her until nearly midnight. 
Mrs. Annis, who witnessed the shoot- | 
ing of her husband, has been prostrat- | 
ed sin¢ce the tragedy, and cannot be 
seen.

freight engine 50 yards from the east- 
ern end of the union depot and only a 
few paces from the Central avenue 
crossing. The body was removed to 
the undertaking establishment of 
Greenberg, Bond & Blvoomfteld, where 
it is announced that the funeral will 
occur at 3 o'clock tomorrow at the rest- 
dence. The taterment will be in Deca- 
tur. 

Engine 1165, of the L. & N. railroad, 
was puwiling several cats out of the 
yards, and had just passed the Central 
avenue crossing, moving at a moderate 
rate of speed. Barnes was seen run- 
ning along the south side of the tfain,

White Miners Object to the Em- 
ployment of Negroes and a 
Bloody Conflict Seems to 
Be Imminent. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 17.—As a re- 
Sult of the alleged determination of the 
King’s Mountain Coal Company to work 
negroes in the pame mines with white 
men, a Trace war that threatens to as- 
sume séerious proportions is imminent 
in the mining districts adjacent to Jel- 
lico, Tenn. 

Tonight Seventy negroes, heavily 
jarmed, are barricaded in a commissary, 
l which {s surrounded bv ‘between 300 
‘and 400 white men, and an attack is 
expected at any moment. Sheriff Huéd- 
idleston, of Campbell county, has just

‘negroes.

Shots 
were also heard in other sections of the 
park, which is a new suburb adjoining 
the-eity*en the southeast.

The ma- 
rauders traveled in groups of two or 
three, obeying, the orders of militia 
patrols to keep moving, but as soon 
as they were well past the groups of 
soldiers they, drew revolvers, fired 
the air and fled dowh | side 
escaping in the darkness. 

Two sma!l fires, apparentiv not con- 
nected with th@ rioting, added to the 
excitement and served to frighten the 
residents. As a consequence calls for 
troops were frequent and the militia 
had a hard fight.

Later 
in the evening two other brothers, 
James and WilHainb, both of whom had 
been inmates of the Jacksonville asylum 
for the insane, were arrested at 
Tweifth and Washingten streets. The 
two negroes were acting strangely, and 
were placed in the jail for safekeep- 
ing.

What Will Happen When Troops Go 


What will happen when the National! 
guardsmen leave? This is the question 
of paramount importance in the minds 
of local citizens. It is generally agreed 
that so long as Governor Deneen wields 
the mailed fist, trouble of a serious na- 
ture is not probable. There is a _ be- 
lief that the departure of the forces 
will see a renewal of violence against 
Megroes. The feeling against the col- 
ored citizens is of years’ standing. The 
Ylots, according to old citizens. are 
the result of years’ of racial antago- 
nism. The so-called black belt has for 
veafs been an eyesore to the better 
elass of people. And each year has 
seen an augmentation of the colored, 
population. 

It ts sald that in the last two years 
a thousand negroes took up their abode 
in Springfield, giving the city a colored 
population of about three thousand 
persons. It is alleged by the antagonism 
of the negroes that their number | 
has rendered the colored voters a poll- 
tical factor. which has received atten- 
tion from leaders of. both leading par- 
ties 

Riot Result of Long Antagonism. 


“They were. getting too bold and im- 
pudent,” said a well-known hotel man 
today. 

“People outside the citv cannot 
alize just how offensive this was. The 
people of the state-at-large will dis- 
cover that the outbreak of last Friday 
was not the result of momentary trri- 
tation, a temporary ebullition of vio- 
lence, superinduced by the heat. The 
undercurrent of: resentmegt growing for 
years needed only a pretext and the as- 
Sault on a white woman furnished that 
pretext. The streets are quiet now, but 
troops are here, but that is no assuir- 
ance that the question is settled. For 
the most part, the people would have 
liked to have seen the matter settled 
without the intervention of the gsol- 
diers. The fact that trouble !s caus- 
ing business men thousands of dollars 
daily in. joss of trade does not help 
matters Personally. I think that Gov- 
ernor Deneen's stan@ for the protection 
of the negroes i{s correct. but the aver- 
age workingman has little sympathy 
with it.’’

That 
night they left the ditch. still without 
food, and started northward. They 
again saw citizens armed, and. to avoid 
encountering them, hid wherever she!- 
ter offered. At midnight they were 
still within a mile of the,xtown when 
troops were seen coming. 
The family later obtained shelter and 
food at the Spaulding jail. 
White Widow of Negro. 


Among the refugees in the arsenal is 
Lucy Donegan, the white widow of 
the aged negro, who was strung up Sai- 
urday night and whose death followed. 

“TI .left my sons to take care of’ the 
house,’ she said; “for I was afraid to 
stay there any longer.’’ 

It is because of her marriage to Don- 
egan that the mob feeiing against her 
husband is bebhieved to have been 
aroused. 

Ezra Richardson, brother of the man 
whose alleged attack on Mrs. Hallam 
started Friday night's outbreak, is 
among the negroes at thé arsenal. 

“TIT am here and am going to stay 
here till this thing blows over,’ he 
said. “I had to run for life yesterday. 
I was driving a team in the outskirts 
of town yesterday afternoon when a 
crowd of white men got after me There 
was about elght of them and all were 
on foot except two, who were on bi- 
cycles. They stoned me and said, ‘Let's 
get this nigger,’ but I whipped up my 
horses and escaped.”’ 

Governor Deneen, who had been work- 
ing almost incessantly night and day, 
was up at 7 a. m, today, ready for the 
day’s work. Before noon he visited the 
refugees and listened to their stories 
of diatress. He had a word of encour- 
agement for all.

SUBSTITUTES FOR 
FOUND BY HOUSE BUILDERS 


_——— i —_— 
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What are houses going to be made 
of when there is no more timber? That 
fs a question which, in these days of 
disappearing forests, cannot be dis- 
missed as “academic.” There is no bet- 
ter proof of the reality of the ‘de- 
struction of the ‘forests,’ of which so 
much ‘has been theard recently, than 
the outlay necessary for even a simple 
frame dwelling. In the short period of 
ten years the cost of a home has in- 
creased, from 30 to 60 per cent, accord- 


lumber supply or fn a thiekly settled 
section far away from the woods. 

Government experts have covered 
the country with their investigations, | 
ang they report that the time is not | 
| far off when the country’s timber will 
be gone. This means that other things | 
must be found to take the place of | 
wood, The United States government | 
has established laboratories at various | 
centers, for the purpose of testing all | 
sorts of structural materials. The re- 
sults of these tests are published from 
time to time, and tn this way en- 
gineers, architects and contractors are 
informed as to the capabilities of the 
materials. 

Only within the last year or two has 
general interest in the diminishing 
timber supply been aroused. The re- 
cent conference: of governors, called 
by President Roosevelt, was due 
chiefly to the report of the official 
forester, Gifford Pinchot, to the pres- 
ident. To the condition which made 
the conference necessary may be 
traced, also, the invention of novel 
building materials. One example of 
this is Thomas A, Edison's unique idea 
of making huge moulds and pouring 
concrete into them-—"houses made 
while you wait;’’ but nobody has yet 
been bold enough to put this idea into 


cipal element in them is the hcllow tile 
block—the same kind of block that is 
used for fireproofing the ‘‘skyscrapers”’ 
on Manhattan island: It Is manufac- 
tured from New Jersey clay, and in 
the process of manufacture is subjected 
to a heat of 2,200 degrees. 

In the walls and partitions the blocks 
are Set end on end, go that the hollow 
spaces form continuous perpendicular 
pipes. These hollow spaces make the 
wails nonconductors of heat, and thus 
tend to keep the house warm in win- 
ter and coo] in summer. In the floors 
the blocks are laid between beams of 
steel or reinforced concrete. With 
both walls and floors made of terra 
cotta, €ach room is enclosed with fire- 
proof material, and fire could not easily 
spread from one room to another. 

The second man who submitted to the 
New York building department plans 
for a terra cotta house was Amos L. 
Schaeffer, engineer of the public service 
commission, Instead of letting the job 
to a contractor Mr. Schaeffer employed 
laborers and himself oversaw the con- 
struction of the walls and floors. By 
this he saved money, the frame costing 
him only $2,500. Once the frame of 
hollow blocks is built, the cost of a 
house depends mostly upon the ‘frills’ 
-—the interior finish, trimmings, deco- 
ration, etc, 

The exterior 
this type is covered with 
whatever color the owner chooses, 
When the work is all done there is no 
way of telling what is under the stucco, 
whether wood.or brick or tik. 

The original cost of a terra cotta 
house is perhaps |!0 per cent greater 
than that of a frame building of similar 
size. The ultimate saving is effected 
through smaller maintenance charges 
and insurance premiums. 

Some architects have made a specia!- 
of fireproof dwelling ,houses, plan-

practice. Then there are other forms 
of concrete and cement which have 
been proposed, al! *more or less in the 
experimental stage at present. 

Thus there is a constant attempt to 
employ for building the only sub- 
stance of which the supply is unlim- 
ited, the soll of the earth itself. Espe- 
cially is this so in and near the big 
cities, where the scarcity of timber 
and the consequent high prices are 
felt most seriously. 
ference in price between a frame house 
an a house of more solid material is 
s0 small as to be unimportant. 

Illustrative of the general tendency 
to find substitutes for wood is the 
suggestion of Mr. Herbert M. Wilson, 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, that scientific investigations into 
the properties of clay be undertaken. 
The American Ceramic Society made 
a start in this direction, by appoint- 
ing a special committee to report upon 
a plan ‘“‘for systematizing the study of 
clay products.” 

Individual builders, meanwhile, have 
gone ahead and demonstrated the 
practicability of their ideas. Last year 
the building department of New York 
city, for the first time in its history, 
The plans were passed upon favorably; 
and the house, which belongs to a pro- 
fessor in New York university, has 
just been completed.

Since the introduction 
the safe storage of large quantities of 
gasoline ‘has become a problem (for 
the builder. Wood is of no value here. 
In the big cities the law requires the 
buildings where gasoline {is kept to have 
none but fireproof materials in them. 
Accordingly, many of them are being 
| made of clay products throughout. An 
instance is the tile garage built re- 
cently by Mr. Dave Hennen Morris, 
former president of the Automobile As- 
sociation of America. Other owners of 
private and public garages have fol- 
lowed his example. 

Perhaps the most significant 
effort toward the substitution of other 
materials for wood is the proposal to 
extend the fire limits of New York to 
include the whole greater city If the 
aldermen pass such an ordinance, ft willl 
mean that no more frame houses of any 
kind may be built in the metropolis. Ten 
ago this plan would have had no 
of success: now it has a good 
chance, simply because the high price 
of lumber has made the cost of a fire- 
proof house relatively small. and has

was taken on automobile ridég with Mrs. 
Annis and her husband. 
General Hains Talks. 


General Hains is in New York stop- 
ping at the Hotel Astor, so that he can 
be near his sons. He was asked today 
if he had seen this daughter-in-law and 
replied that he had not. He wag told 
of an arrangement which had been re- 
ported as existing whereby Mrs. Hains 
could visit her children every two weéks, 
and stated emphatically that he would 
mot permit her to take charge of tne 
little ones unless Captain Hains agrees 
to let her have them. General Hains de- 
clined to discusg the shooting of Annis 
by his son, saying his son's lawyer had 
advised him not to talk about the case. 

The district attorney wag interested 
iwhen he learned that T, Jenkins Hains 
killed a man at Fortress Monroe severe] 
yearg ago, and will seoure a copy of the 
court proceedings during his trial, At 
hig trial Hains ‘was acquitted. Ned 
Hannegan, the man Hains killed, was 
his best friend, and it is a striking to- 
incidence that he shot him in a sail- 
boat in much the same manner as (ap- 
tain Hains on Saturday shot Mr. Annis. 
Mr. Annis was just leaving this yacht, 
named the Pam, when Captain Hains 
fired five shots into his body. 

Another Bit of Evidence. 


Locked in the safe of the Pilushing 
police station is another bit of evidence 
that will be used at the trial of Cap- 
tain Hains. While Mr. Annis was lying 
on the float of the Bayside Yacht Club 
after he had been shot, a friend. Mr. 
Rockwell, scribbled on an _= envelope 
these words: 

“Shot by Captain Peter C. Hains, U.}t 
S. A.. August 15.” t 

This was handedeto the dying man /j “ 
and in a firm hand he signed his name. 

When the Hains brothers were taken 
to a police station at Long Island City 
this morning, they had to wait until a 
lot of petty cases had been disposed of 
before their case was called. They 
were locked in the prison pen and when 
arraigned stood on the bridge hand- 
cuffed together. Their father waa in 
the court room, but had no chance to 
Speak to hig gons. 

Their counsel, William C. Percy, asked 
for an adjournment of a week and it 
was granted. Then the brothers, hand- 
cuffed to detectives, were taken through 
the streets to a trolley line five blocks 
away, followed by a big crowd.

Photographers took pictures of them 
and when one of the detectives told the 
photographers that they had taken 
enough pictures, T. Jenkins Hains spoke 
up, saying: 

“Let ‘em take all the~ want; give 
them a chance.

Later the prisoners were taken to 
Brooklyn police headquarters, a trip of 
fifteen miles, in a patrol wagon and 
photographed and measured up for the 
Bertillion records.

The figures Hie. Other states, like 
Missouri, with a condition of 88, help 
to fix a high average condition for 
the crop, with little actual cotton to 
influence crop Values. * * * 

The July ccunattion of the cotton 
crop for the United States is given as 
83. This is supposed to indicate tne 
average based on the figures given for 
the different states. 

Again the figures lie. 
state figttres and dividing by 13, the 
number of states, an average of 84.4 
is obtained.

The Extra. Session. 
(From The Savannain News.) | 

With the help of three messages the 
governor succeeded in having his way in 
the matter of an extra session. 

It is well understood that the cost of 
an extra session will be about $2,000 a 
day. How long the session rill continue 
it is impossible to forecast with any de- 
gree of certainty. In view of whe fact 
that the legislature will reconvene with- 
out any definite information respecting 
the convict system of other southern 
states, and without any clear idea as to 
what system it will adept, the chances 
are that there will be a long debate 
over the systems that will be proposed, 
and that the cost to the state will not be 
much, if ‘any, less than $40,000. Doubt- 
less there will be investigations by citi- 


|zens on their own account as to the re- 


sponsibility for this extra session and 
the actual need of it. There are reasons 
for thinking that if the governor hadn't 
antagonized the legislature with special 
messages it would have passed the Holder 
bill, which would heave. insured two 
things, namely, humane treatment of the 
convicts during: the remainder of the 
life of tae lease system, anda sum suffi- 
cient for the inauguration of -another 
convict system. A commission would, 
in all probability, have been appointed 
to study and report upon the systems of 
Other southern states, and, hence, the 
next legislature would have been ready 
to act promptly and intelligently on the 
subject of disposition of the convicts. 
If the matter had taken tnat course a 
more satisfactory settlement of the con- 
Vict question would have been effected, 
ana that. too, without the expense of an 
extra session. 

What is wanted is a settlement of the 
comvict question that will be permanent. 
If a settlement is had at the proposed 
extra session it «will necessarily a 
hasty one, and, therefore, will not, in all 
probability.

Fixing the Responsibility for That 
Extra Session. 
(From The Augusta Chronjcie.) 

According to our Atlanta dispatches, 
Governor Hoke Smith has distinctly de- 
cided to eal] an extra session of the leg- 
islature, to convene on 
the ostensible purpose of disposing of the 
state's convict probiem. But it might 
be added—and “for other purposes.” 

We are very much mistaken if the peo- 
ple of Georgia do not ‘hold Governor 
Smith rigidly to account for this action. 
Not that there is any getting around the 
fact that an extra session of the legisia- 
ture Is now necessary, in order to pro- 
vide for the state’s convicts after March 
3! next, but because all of this could have 
been attended to during the regular ses- 
sion of the legislature—and probably 
would ithave been but for Governor 
Smith’s unwarranted interference there- 
with. 

It is well known that Governor Smith, 
in more ways than one, sought to defer 
action on this convict question; unless, 
of course, the legislature wag disposed 
to accept the Felder biil in place of the 
Holder bill. In two separate messages 
he urged the legislature to devote whe 
remainder of the session to the consid- 
eration of other matters, strongly intli- 
mating that it would be given an oppor- 
tunity to consider the convict question 
at a called session, This interference on 
the part of the executive finally had the 
desired effect of postponing action in 
th senate on the Holder bill, and it can 
not be made too plain that the responsi- 
bility for failure to secure legislation 
on this vital matter at the regular ses- 
sion of the legislature rests more with 
Governor Hoke Smith than with all other 
agencies combined. 

‘it will cost the state of Georgia approx- 
imately $20,000 to thave its legislature 
meet in extra session for just one week, 
and over $1,600 per day after that time, 
There no likelihood that the extra 
session will come to an understanding 
on this convict question in one week, 
and it, may continue in ses- 
sion for two or three weeks, or 
longer; indeed, there {s nothing to pre- 
vent a continuance of the session until 
the expiration of the terms of the pres- 
ent legislature, which is October |. This 
is a large sum of money to pay off for 
“playing polities.”” We use this expres- 
sion advisedly, for we have had definite 
information concerning Governor Smith's 
attitude. and methods in connection with 
this convict problem throughout. He 
has been “playing politics’’—but he has 
been playing migthty poor politics. Be- 
yond any question he has been poorly 
advised by his political sponsors.

TAX RETURNS GAIN LITTLE. 


Digests From 134 Counties Show To- 
tal Increase of Only 86,757,040. 


The net gains in tax returns over 
1907. as shown by the tax digests re- 
ceived from 134 counties, are only $6,- 
757.940. There are twelve counties yet 
to be heard from, with the probability 
that this figure will not be largely in- 
creased. It is not likely that it will 
go over $7,000,000 at the outside, and 
to get the true net there will have to 
be deducted about $3,000,000 decrease 
in corporation returns, leaving a gain

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Police and Firemen Free-Ride 
Bill Vetoed hy

Governor Smith yesterday vetoed the 
bill passed at the recent session of the 
general assembly permitting policemen 
and firemen to ride on street cars in 
their respective cities, free of charge. 

The governor put his veto on _ the 
Sround that the measure contemplated 
& special privilege to a certain class. 
He said he thad no objection to police- 
men and firemen riding free, but con- 
‘namie that such free riding should be 
under some arrangement made by the 
municipality with the street car com- 
pany, for proper consideration. 

It has been thought for some time 
that the governor would veto this meas- 
ure, and The Constitution so stated the 
day following the adjournment of the 
Zeneral assembly. | 

Governor Smith thinks that riding on 
the cars should be acquired for the po- 
licemen and firemen as a right, either 
in @xchange for franchises or by con- 
tract, and not accepted as a courtesy or 
privilege. 

Governor's Statement. 


The governor's statement accompany 
ing his veto of this measure jis as 
lows: 

Thig is bill No. 899 and is intended to moadi- 
fy the order of the railroad commission and to 
bermit the issuance of free passes by street 
railway companies to policemen and firemen. 

' have carefully considered the reasons 
bresented for furnishing free transportation 
to policemen and firemen. 

They are compelled to use the street care 
frequently and to pay this money out of 
their, salaries which is quite a burden on 
them. I sympathize with their desirg@ that 
their compensation should be increased or 
their transportation borne by some one other 
than themselves, but I cannot approve the 
bin which permits the street car companies 
48 @ matter of courtesy to the city to give 
free transportation. 

The free pass ev!) increased so greatly 
thnoughout the United States within. the 
Past ten or fifteen years that it became 
necessary for congress to legisiate against it. 


National Democratic Platform. 


The democratic rational platform has re- 
cently declared in *he strongest terms against 
the evil of free passes by transportation com- 
panies. j 

Citles and municipalities as well as the 
States are suffering from lack of revenue 
through a failure to properly tax public ser- 
vice companies. Privileges of great Yalue are 
Kiven to public service companies from which 
their stockholders accumulate immense for- 
tunes. These privileges belong to the people 
and shoufa not be given away. Those re 
ceiving such privileges should be required to 
contribute liberally to the support of the 
municipalities granting the privileges 

There is a constant struggle between «he 
municipal officers, loyal to the tInteresta of 
the people, and the representatives of public 
service companies, the foftmer seeking td ob- 
tain from the public service companies a fair 
return to the municipality for what the public 
service comoanieg receive from the muni- 
cipality, the laiter seeking to obtain for the 
public service companies all that they wish 
with as little return as possible to the

Blow to Firemen, 


This action on the part of the gov- 
ernor was a great blow to the firemen 
and policemen of Atlanta and throughout 
the state, for they had confidently ex- 
pected the governor would acquiesce in 
the request of the house and senate, for 
in passing the measure it resolved itself 
to such. 

The measure was drawn so as to have 
the free rides come to the firemen and 
policemen of the city, not as a gift from 
the corporation granting the courtesy, 
but from the city who granted these cor- 
porations the right of franchise. 

For the measure specifically stated that 
these employees of the city, specified by 
name to prevent the courtesy from be- 
ing extended, were to be allowed to ride 
free upon the request of the municipai 
authorities upon the street car compa- 
nies and their consent. 

By vetoing the measure, after the leg- 
isiature is adjourned and when that 
body has not the power to pass it over 
his weto, the firemen and policemen are 
left in the position of having the city, 
the street car company, the ‘house and 
the senate willing for them to ride free 
and the governor opposing any such li- 
cense. 

While the men affected are not mak- 
ing any outward manifestation in regard 
to the privilege denied, they do not feel 
kindly about it. They contend that this 
measure did not place them under any 
obligations to the corporation granting 
the courtesy, for it was not to be grant- 
ed them. but to the city, and the city 
was to confer it upon the firemen and 
policemen in the cities in which they 
live, 

Phe veto means that the thundreds of 
firemen and policemen of the state will 
continue to pay from $6 to $!10.a month 
car fare from their meager salaries when 
by the stroke of a pen it might have 
been otherwise, and legally so by the 
voice of the general assembly, expressed 
separately by the house and senate.

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“INSPIRED” BOOKS WRITTEN 
BY SPIRITS OF GREAT AUTHORS 


Special Cable. 

London, August 17.—A rather curious 
phase of literary development recently 
is the number of books dealing with 
occult, subjects. Several libraries are 
being formed containing nothing but 
beoks on spiritualism, occultism and 
Kindred topics. Of these books, quite 
& number déal with famous authors, 
and there is quite a school of ‘‘inspira- 
tional’’ writers coming to the fore: that 
is, writers who claim eo be Inspired by 
famous men of the past. The finish- 
ing of Dickens’ “Mystery of Edwin 
Drood” is one of these “inspired” 
works, the writer stating that the dis- 
embodied spirit of Charles Dickens 
“dictated” the work. From a purely 
literary standpoint, the spinit of Dick- 
ens did not do as weli py the “Mys- 
tery’’ as did Wilkie Collins, whose 
“Mystery of Edwin Drood’’ was not in- 
spired. With a number of these ‘‘in- 
Spired’* writers, Shakespeare, Byron, 
Shelley, Ben Jonson, Coleridge, Charles 
Lamb, Leigh Hunt and others are great 
favorites, and works from their dis- 
embodied spirits obtained by various 
Means ‘are being published. 

It is a rather curious thing 
psychical development seems ro inter- 
fere considerably with literary stvle, 
for the works alleged to be dictated 
by the great departed do not compare 
With the immortal productions produced 
While jn the flesh. Possibly they could 
not dictate so well as they could write. 
It does not seem wholly fair to the 
great spirit to be rushee of into print 
dictated first draft. In one of 
inspired works, written by John 
Lobb, entitled ‘Talks with the Dead," 
there are some jnteresting self-revela- 
tions made by many notable authors. 
for instance, Shakespeare telis us: ‘‘I 
was the eldest of ten. That is a moot 
question. 1 say 1] was tte eldest of 
ten. Biographers say of seven only. 
John Shakespeare. my father, told me, 
and he knew best of ail.” It is pleas- 
ing to be able to record that this movt 
point is finally settled; even ‘inhough 
Shakespeare repeats himself in settling 
it. Lt is also jnteresting to note that 
John Shakespeare was one of those 
Wise fathers who knew how many sons 
he had. In this work the spirit of 
Gladstone says that he regrets not be- 
ing able to come back t{nto English po- 
litical life once more: while Beacons- 
field says: ‘‘The policy of the present 
English government towards Ireland js 
a question that now deeply interests 
the inhabitants of the spiritual 
spheres,” 

The number of books turned out 
these subjects is really astonishing. 
the two principal libraries of this lit- 
erature in London—namefy that of the 
Psychical Research Society and the 
London Spiritualist Alliance there are 
upwards of 5,000 volumes. Perhaps 
these are among the most curious col- 
lections of literature on any one asub- 
ject, and certainiv form a remarkable 
collection.

Speaking of remarkable libraries, re- 
minds me that, in Queen's road. Bavs4 
water—in the west end of London—is a 
librarv wholly devoted to literature for 
the blind. .It contains many thousand 
volumes, dealing with every imaginable 
topic. There are also more than 1.000 
volumes of embossed music Most of 
the books in the librarv are in type in- 
vented bv Louis Braille: while the rest 
are in what {s known as “‘moon" type. 
In addition to the blind who use the 
library daily, there are a large num- 
her of subscribers to whom ‘blind” 
books are sent by mall. One of the 
advantages of the blfnd library is that 
it can he conducted tn a cellar. light 
not being an essential. At present the 
library consists mostly. of standard 
authors only. The books are- neces- 
sarilv very large, as all the type has 
to be touched: not seen. Quite a num- 
her of the hooks—especially those added 
this vear—are printed on thin sheets of 
aluminum. this being found the hbest 
material for such hooks. The charac- 
fers are much clearer than those 
stamped on the brown paper ordinarily 
used, Aa there are 40.000 hiind people 
in Great Rritain. the circulation denart- 
ment of this librarv is rather exten- 
sive.

STOCKS AT BEST 
PRICES OF DAY 


Market Strong and Active al 
the Close 


Belief That Stocks Are Gradually 
Passing Into Stronger Hands, 
Anpual Repo of the 
Pacific Railroads 
Discussed, 


New York, August |7.—Irregularity 
was the most conspicuous feature of to- 
day’s stock market. Prices rose and 
fell alternately, mostly within narrow 
range, although some of the more ac- 
tive features registered substantial 
gains at the opening. The trading bore 
evidence of bear pressure and general 
professionalism, although close observ- 
ers expressed the opinion that stooks 
are gradually passing into stronger 
hands. This belief appears to be used 
largely on the operations of certain 
prominent banking and brokerage 
houses, as well as on the continued eas!- 
ness of money. further prospects of 
good crops and advices from the leaa- 
ing railroad centers which almost unt- 
formly report Indications of awaken- 
ing business. At the momerit, how- 
ever, it cannot be said thad traffic is 
more than holding its own. Quite the 
most important development of the day 
in the railway collaterals was the pub- 
lished annual report of the Harriman 
lines for the fiscal year. The Union 
Pactfic system showed a net loss com- 
pared with the previous year of about 
$2,170,000,. while the Southern Pacific 
railway reported a net decrease for the 
same period of $8,363,000. In both in- 
Stances, however, the falling off was 
largely due to increased taxes, that 
item in the United Pacific statement 
being 17.54 per cent greater than for 
the years !906-07, and Southern Pacific 
36.36 per cent greater. Both lines show 
material gains in net earnings for the 
month of June. Among the minor roads 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg 
also showed a decrease in net earnings 
for the year. The pessimistic utter- 
ances of the Rock Island-’Frisco sys- 
tem, dealing with general railroad con- 
ditions in which the statement was 
made that 400,000 men are out of em- 
ployment. excited some interest, but 
seemed to be without serious effé@ct. 
The receivership proceedings against 
the Pennsylvania Coal and Coke Com- 
pany served to call attention to the 
soft coal situation. but was otherwise 
ignored. As a whole, the coalers held 
comparatively firm, though Reading was 
frequently subjected to pressure. Sme'lt- 
ing led the industrial stocks, makine 
sharp recovery from Saturday's close 
and the coppers moved in sympathy, 
despite another cut in the price of the 
metal. The declaration of a 6 per cent 
dividend, presumably for the quarter. 
thought not so stated, by the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, in place 
of a previous disbursement of $9. was 
the only noteworthy feature of the out- 
side markets. The vagaries of a well- 
known market manipulator from New 
England caused some uneasiness in con- 
Sservative offices, but elsewhere they 
were the subject of good natured ridi- 
cule. Much. the greater part of the 
day’s business was done in the early 
session, trading becoming very restrict- 
ed in the afternoon, while the list de- 
veloped a heavy undertone. In the last 
half, however, under the lead of St. 
Paul, Smelting and Reading, the market 
grew strong and the closing was active 
at the davy’s best prices. Trading for 
European account wae nominal]. Our 
securities held well in London, with a 
sharp advance for Canadian Pacific on 
the crop news. The London market 
was absolutely unaffected by the re- 
ported $500,000,000 loan to insure Brit- 
ish naval supremacy: Indeed, the only 
interesting news from abroad was con- 
tained in the semi-annual statements 
of the British banks, which failed to 
show the expected increase of reserves. 
The most noteworthy feature of these 
exhibits was the heavy increage in de- 

sits, which was attributed to the dull 
rade conditions. The local money mar- 
ket ruled stcady and dull, with no 
change in the rates for time accommo- 
dations and a very slight demand for 
call leans at { per cent. 

Government bonds were unchanged on 
call.

WHEAT DECLINED 
NEARLY 2 CENTS 


Early Movement of the New 
Crop Caused It 


There Was Free Selling on Chicago 
Bychange—September Option at 
the Close Was One and a 
Quarter to OGne and 
Three-EBighths Off. 


Chicago, August 1!7.—Expectations of 
an early movement of new wheat in the 
northwest wag the chief reason for free 
selling of wheat today on the local ex- 
change, which resulted in declines of 
nearly 2 cents in all deliveries. At the 
close, the September option was down 
I4W@i%c. Corn was %c lower. Oats 
were %@%c higher. Provisions were 
unchanged to 5@7%c lower, 

With favorable weather for harvest- 
ing, the belief that the northwestern 
movement wil] be early and heavy took 
a stronger hold on many wheat traders 
on the local exchange and they eagerly 
took profits or sold for short account. 
The offerings were too much for a 
market without any great amount of 
outside support and consequently a de- 
cidedly heavy feeling prevailed from 
start to finish. At the low point, 
prices were from 1!% to I%c below the 
best marks for the day. There was a 
little Buying of SeptemBer by cash 
houses, which led to the supposition 
that some export business had been 
encountered on the decline, but, gen- 
erally speaking, the export businesg ap- 
peared to be rather dull. Milling de- 
mand was moderate, with offerings 
the southwest ample. Extreme weak- 
ness of the Minneapolis and Duluth 
markets, which apparently confirmed 
the good crop reports, gave additional 
impetus to the declining tendency here. 
There was a moderate rally from the 
low point. but the close was weak. Sep- 
tember opened %@c lower to a shade 
higtrer at 92%c to 93%c, declined to 
9!1%ce¢ and closed at 91%c. Clearances 
of wheat and flour were equal to 534,- 
000 bushels. The amount on passage 
increased 472,000. Primary receipts 
were !,06,000, compared with 1,055,000 
the corresponding day a vear ago. Min- 
neapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported 
recetpts of 332 cars. against 452 last 
week and 530 a year ago. 

Ideal weather. generally for eorn 
caused free selling of that cereal at the 
Start and resulted in a moderate de- 
cline. The slump in wheat also in- 
spired some selling, but a number of
